PREMIER CALLS HALT ON TAX RECOVERY 


The Farmers’ Government of Alberta has of late 


been unmercifully criticised concerning the new Tax Re- 
covery Act, and it is a relief now to append a statement of 


Premier Greenfield to the effect that land siezure under 


tthis act is to be deferred and the caveat on such land 


allowed to stand. This stand by Premier Greenfield will 
no doubt be apreciated not only by‘all who are unable to 
meet their taxes, but by all supporters of the government 
and many who are opposed to it. 

The new act is without doubt the most drastic act of 
its kind ever placed onthe statues of this province if not in 
any country, although the intention may not have been to 
make it so severe, as it was no doubt the intention that 
each municipality should be allowed to use its own dis- 
eretionary powers in enforcing the act. But such discre- 
tionary powers are too often taken advantage of by those 
given power to vent their likes and dislikes against indiv- 
iduals. : 

As the Premier states “Nothing is to be gained by 
taking title to land of farmers who are willing but unable 
to pay their taxes.” He might have gone further and ad- 
ded that land sold under such conditions cannot be sold at 
at a reasonableprice, and prespective buyers will not want 
to live in a community where such conditions exist. 

The fact is the farmer can do much better without 
good roads than he can do without his farm. ; 

The argument that because one farmer can pay his 
taxes his neighbor can, is no argument. We all know 
that frequently adjoining land will not produce nearly 
so much, and one man’s circumstances is quite different 
to that of his neighbor, and quite often he will not tell his 
troubles to a tax collector. ; 

Taxing has been a serious problem ever since the 
history of the world began, and a fair tax system will 
ever be a vexatious question. To tax farm property by 
the distance of its corner post from town and not consider 
its productiveness, is just about as reasonable as taxing 
a store keeper,, who employs a dozen clerks, pays heavy 
freight and dray charges, as well as carrying a big stock, 
as much as the office man, who frequently actually 
clears more at the end of a year with only office rent to 
pay and a stock consisting of a table and a few chairs, — 

Premier Greenfield’s statement is given below as it 
appeared in the Calgary Herald: 

“Arrangements have been made so that the caveat 
will be allowed to ride and title will not be taken in im- 
provement districts without due consideration in cases 
where hardship will result from such action. 

He further stated that the government had written 
to municipal districts advising them of this action and 
advising them to use their discretion where it was evi- 
dent that the heavy crop, car shortage and other condi- 
tions had held up the ‘farmers in marketing their grain. 

“The government has already arranged for an exten- 
sion of time for taking title to lands under the Tax Re- 
covery Act from October 14 to December 1.” .said the 
Premier, “in the hope that this extension would be suffi- 
cient time for owners of Jands upon which caveat has 
been filed to market their grain this year. It is evident 
that it will be impossible tor many farmers desirous of 
meeting their liabiliteis under the ‘Tax Recovery Act, ow- 
ing to the heavy crop to market the necessary grain by 
December lst. Nothing is'to be gained by taking title to 
land ot farmers who are willing put unable to pay tne 
uaxe. ‘The government desires to keep the man on the 
land im every case where he is endeavorng to meet his lia- 
pilities fairly. It is obvious that a general order for ex- 
tension of time would have the effect of shutting off rev- 
enue in cases where the owner of the land is in a position 
to meet his liability for taxes. 

“Arrangements have therefore been made so that the 
caveat will pe allowed to ride and title will not be taken in 
the improvement districts without due consideration in 
cases where hardship will result from this action. 

“Rural municipalities have been advised by the de- 
partment to take similar action and no doubt will see that 
no undue hardship is inflicted.”
